MFO funding plea is 
kicked out by judge

THE organiser of a Brazilian-style jobs 
creation scheme planned for one of 
Luton's estates has lost his legal battle 
to prevent £750,000 of public funding 
being given to other projects. 

Glenn Jenkins, director of The Marsh 
Farm Outreach (MFO) project, wanted to 
set up an ‘Organisational Workshop’ 
(OW) on the housing estate to provide 
more than 60 jobs and encourage entre¬ 
preneurship. 

But the £750,000 of public money he 
hoped would be pumped into the 
scheme was pulled at the last minute by 
Marsh Farm Community Development 
Trust (MFCDT), which was set up to 
manage government funding on the 
estate. 

Mr Jenkins, one of a number of direc¬ 
tors of MFO, took the funding body to 
the High Court saying the government 
money should not be given to other 
organisations. 

But, despite criticising the financial 
management of MFCDT, Judge Mark 
Ockelton on Friday refused to prevent 
it paying out elsewhere the money 
MFO claimed had been earmarked for 
them. 

Judge Ockelton told the court the 
MFO’s Organisational Workshop idea 
had worked well in the slums of Brazil, 
but had not been attempted in the UK or 
Europe. 

Despite twice being turned down for 
funding, MFO said its long battle for 
financial support seemed to be over when 
they were told at a meeting in October last 
year that they would get the money. 

The court heard MFCDT originally said 


they were likely to get more than 
£750,000 from the government pot, but 
later pulled the plug after doubts were 
raised about MFO’s financial status, 
which the latter said had been fully 
resolved. 

Mr Jenkins brought the case for judicial 
review claiming he had a ‘legitimate 
expectation’ that his group would be 
given the money. 

But Judge Ockelton ruled MFCDT had 
not acted unlawfully, pointing out that 
all the funding was subject to alterations, 
and needed final government approval. 

He said: “After all the events that have 
happened the claimants have a legiti¬ 
mate reason to feel very disappointed, 
but that does not mean they can prove a 
legitimate expectation.” 

Despite finding in favour of MFCDT, 
the judge criticised the body’s financial 
management and described the 
evidence as ‘troubling’. 

He told the court the trust seemed to 
have earmarked more cash for regenera¬ 
tion projects than it could afford. 

The judge concluded by paying tribute 
to those attempting to set up the scheme, 
saying: “It has to be hoped that in the not 
too distant future they are to be given 
funding from a body that can actually 
deliver it.” 

Mr Jenkins vowed to continue his 
attempts to bring the South American 
scheme to Marsh Farm. 

He said: “I hope, on the back of the 
judge’s comments, we can find an organ¬ 
isation that are capable of funding it. 

“It is the people of Marsh Farm that are 
the winners or losers in this situation, 
and we’ll keep working for them.” 

The judge ordered MFO to pay the 
MFCDT’s legal costs.

Wall of silence over 
Hatters’ centre cash

LUTON Town is refusing to say 
how it dealt with ‘allegations and 
issues’ concerning £30,000 
which allegedly went missing 
from its Girls’ Centre of 
Excellence. 

We can also reveal the annual 
charity and company accounts of 
Luton Town FC Community Trust, 
which ran the centre up until a 
year ago, are long overdue - and 
the Trust’s board of trustees and 
company directors are refusing to 
comment. 

The FA annually funds the 
centre for eight to 16 year olds, 
based in Kenilworth Road, with a 
‘substantial grant’ and licenses it 
to the Hatters, whose investor 
Bob Curson, pictured, is the 
chairman of the board of trustees. 

In a statement Mr Curson, 
speaking as a trustee, said: ‘A year 
ago the Charity was running at a 
financial deficit caused by exces¬ 
sive overheads. 

‘The Trustees took corrective 
financial action, reduced over¬ 
heads, and modified activities to 
ensure the community and the 
Girls’ Centre of Excellence 
programmes remained complete¬ 
ly unaffected. Indeed we have 
been given a clean bill of health 
by The FA.’ 

On the Charity Commission 
website it lists Stuart Smith, Luton 
Town FC Community Trust’s 
former Football and Community 
Development Officer, as its point 
of contact. 

When we contacted Mr Smith, 
who now coaches under-13s, he 
said: “It’s nothing to do with me. I 



don’t work with the Trust now. I 
was made redundant from the 
Trust more than a year ago.” 

In February 2010, Luton on 
Sunday revealed a member of 
staff at the centre was suspended 
in November 2009 after concerns 
were raised over its finances while 
The FA held an inquiry. 

When asked if he was the 
formerly suspended staff member 
in question, Mr Smith said: “I’m 
not going to get into a discussion 
over this.” 

The Trust should have posted its 
accounts on the Charity 
Commission website for 2008/09 
390 days ago, and for 2009/10 25 
days ago. On Companies House, it 
should have filed its accounts for 
last year by December 31, 2010. In 
both cases they are overdue. 

The Trust was set up ‘for the 
benefit of the Bedfordshire public 
generally. . . to promote commu¬ 
nity participation in healthy 
recreation by providing facilities 
for the playing of association 
football and other sports capable 
of improving health’. 

An FA spokesman said: “In this 


case the licence holder is Luton 
Town FC. In regard to the allega¬ 
tions and issues concerned, I 
understand that this was dealt 
with by Luton Town. Our role has 
purely been to ensure that the 
provision of a girls’ centre of 
excellence has been maintained.” 

The spokesman did not disclose 
the nature of the ‘allegations and 
issues’. 

When we told The FA the club 
had refused to comment on how 
it dealt with the allegations, The 
FA refused to comment. 

The Trust’s auditors, Luton- 
based accountants Foxley 
Kingham, also refused to 
comment. 

Paul Moore, chairman of fans’ 
group Trust in Luton which 
donated £500 to the Trust three 
years ago, said: “TiL has absolute¬ 
ly no input into the centre at all. 
It’s nothing to do with us. 

“We’ve made a small donation of 
£500 in the past, but it’s up to 
them what they do with it. I 
understand there was an issue 
and I don’t know exactly what 
happened. We’ve got better things 
to worry about and it’s not one of 
our primary concerns at the 
moment.” 

Also on the board of trustees is 
Helen Barnett, chief executive of 
Active Luton (the town’s sports, 
leisure and fitness provider), 
which now operates the centre. 
She was unavailable for comment 
on Friday. 

A police spokeswoman said they 
‘cannot comment as to whether 
or not there is a police investiga¬ 
tion’. 

The FA is currently reviewing 
how to reduce the number of 
Girls’ Centres of Excellence from 
52 to 32.

Sham marriage 
bid ends in jail 

TWO people were jailed on Friday for 
plotting to stage a sham marriage. 

Both Pakistani national Bilal Bashir, 23, 
of Connaught Road, Luton, and 
Slovakian woman Bozena Horvatova, 

24, of no fixed address, were each 
jailed for 12 months when they 
appeared at Luton Crown Court. 

Both had pleaded guilty at an earlier 
hearing to charges of conspiring to 
facilitate a breach of UK immigration 
law. 

Officers from the UK Border Agency’s 
Immigration Crime Team swooped on 
the George Street West register office 
on November 2 just before Bashir and 
Horvatova were due to marry. 

Agency spokesman Ian Williams said: 
“Horvatova and Bashir are no one’s idea 
of a loving couple. 

“You would expect the bride and 
groom in a genuine marriage to know 
each other inside out, but not only 
could they not agree on when and 
where they first met, they also failed to 
give accurate information on where the 
other lived. 

“Bashir could not even pronounce his 
fiancee’s name correctly.” 

Bashir, who had stayed illegally in the 
UK after his visa expired, had hoped his 
marriage to an EU national would aid 
his bid to gain long-term residency in 
the UK with the associated rights to 
work and claim benefits.

AN investigation is 
underway after a blaze 
tore through a derelict 
pub on Friday morning.

Firefighters tackled 
the flames for nearly 
three hours with it 
finally being 
extinguished at 
6.20am. 

The building had 30 


per cent damage to its 
second floor and roof. 

Police are treating the 
incident as arson and 
Detective Constable 
Duncan Crighton, 
investigating, said the 
building has now been 
boarded up but he is 
keen to trace people 
who saw anyone acting 
suspiciously in the area 
prior to the fire.

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Police figures reveal almost 100 kids accused of violence 


MORE than 90 children under the age of 
ten were accused of violence against a 
person last year, according to shocking 
figures revealed by Bedfordshire Police. 

Statistics released under the Freedom 
of Information Act also show 45 kids 
were accused of sexual offences and 29 
were accused of theft and handling. 

Four children were also accused of 
robbery, four for criminal damage, two 
for burglary and one for fraud and racial 
crime. There are no figures immediately 
available on how many of these children 


were charged or convicted. Patsy McKie, 
who is one of the founders of campaign 
group Mothers Against Violence, said: “I 
am saddened by these figures. 

“I believe what we should be looking at 
is the reason for this behaviour. 

“In the question between nature and 
nurture I think it’s definitely nurture. 

“Children sit down and imitate what 
they see and they can be very much 
influenced by what they see on TV or 
video games. 

“They can be influenced in a bad way 


and a good way. We need to deal with 
this at a family level with young people. 

“There’s a lot of preventative work that 
needs to go into it.” 

A Bedfordshire Police spokeswoman 
said: “We take all allegations seriously no 
matter now young the individuals 
involved are. 

“However, I would like to point out that 
most of these figures would cover things 
like bullying issues and lower level 
assaults between children of a school 
age.” 


Sheila raps council for 
‘unfair’ move solution

SHEILA Beatty has been asked to 
consider moving out of her beloved 
flat - to prevent the possibility of 
people terrorising her. 

Miss Beatty, of Roebuck Close, was 
tormented by a previous neighbour, 
a man in his 30s, who had to be 
moved by Luton Borough Council 
after a catalogue of anti-social 
behaviour complaints. 

She says when she complained to 
the authority she was told she 
should consider moving to sheltered 
accommodation. 

Miss Beatty, 72, said: “I do not 
think it is fair. I have lived in this 
house since 1999 and I am not the 
kind of person who needs to go into 
sheltered accommodation. 

“The council placed a man in the 
flat above who was awful, he would 
kick my door whenever he came 
home in the middle of the night. 

“I was terrified. Everyone else in 
this building is older like me and it 
was horrible for all of us. 

“Whenever I phoned to tell the 


council they kept suggesting that I 
should look into moving into 
sheltered accommodation. 

“I am shocked that they would 
suggest it. 

“I always pay my rent and council 
tax I shouldn’t be forced to move 
somewhere so they can move 
younger people in.” 

A council spokesman said: “There 
is a high proportion of older 
residents in this general needs block 
because it is popular and many 
people have stayed for a long time 
but it is intended for the use of all 
age groups and cannot be restricted 
for older people. 

“As Miss Beatty had told us about 
difficulties experienced at her 
address, we presented an option 
that she could think about moving 
to a sheltered scheme as she may 
find the environment more suitable 
for her. 

“This was not meant to cause any 
offence, similar suggestions are often 
made to older residents to consider 
if they might find the idea 
appropriate. 

“In sheltered housing residents still 
have their own flats and live 
independently.”

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Cops’ action on allotment 
thefts leaves OAP fuming

A PENSIONER is upset about 
how the police have dealt with a 
spate of thefts at allotments in 
which equipment worth £3,000 
was stolen. 

George Clare, who is secretary 
of Luton Federation of 
Allotments, said incidents at 
around six sites have been 
reported to police but investiga¬ 
tions ‘have not gone much fur¬ 
ther’. 

He also wrote to Luton Chief 
Superintendent, Mike 

Colbourne, to explain his dismay 
but has yet to hear anything back. 

The thefts, which now total 
about £3,000 worth of tools, 
including mechanical items, 
began last May. No one has been 
arrested. 

Mr Clare, 75, said: “I just haven’t 
heard anything from the police. I 
wrote a letter to them and I got a 
reply to say they had received my 
letter. 


“They don’t seem to have inves¬ 
tigated anything at all. One gen¬ 
tleman had just bought a brand 
new lawnmower. It really is 
upsetting for all of us. 

“We had a break-in at 
Stockwood Park and everything 
was new and it was all taken. 

“It was really annoying. It just 
seems the police aren’t willing to 
investigate or help us with any¬ 
thing. 

“I even took something to the 
station myself so they could take 
fingerprints and they wouldn’t do 
it because it had got wet and they 
said it was useless now.” 

A police spokesman said: 
“Bedfordshire Police take allot¬ 
ment crime very seriously and 
investigate every incident as fully 
as possible. 

“We work closely with allotment 
holders wherever possible to 
advise them on their security. 

“Unfortunately allotment sheds 
can be quite vulnerable targets 
and we do advise allotment hold¬ 
ers not to keep valuable items in 
them and to ensure they are 
secured with strong locks.”

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Shots ‘a repeat of 
an attack in 2007’

THE house which was shot at 
last weekend was the target of a 
previous attack four years ago. 

That is the claim of a resident 
who lives in Millfield Road, 
Luton, where three windows were 
smashed when shots were fired at 
the family home in the early 
hours of last Sunday. 

No one was injured but, accord¬ 
ing to neighbours, the house is no 
stranger to such crimes. 

One resident, who wanted to 
remain anonymous, said: “About 
four years ago there was a shoot¬ 
ing there and also a car was van¬ 
dalised so badly it was written off. 

“They had to install CCTV after 
that happened. It’s not really a 
surprise that it happened 
because we are used to it now.” 

A Bedfordshire police spokes¬ 
woman said they were unable to 
comment on specific incidents in 
the past relating to the house tar¬ 
geted on Sunday. 

She said: “There was a shooting 
in that road in 2007 but we would 
not comment so early on in this 
investigation and our investiga¬ 
tion is still ongoing.” 


There were reports of a small, 
black car leaving the scene on 
Sunday. 

It was the second shooting in 
less than a week in the town after 
two University of Bedfordshire 
students were shot in a doorstep 
attack in Ashton Road last 


Tuesday. Two 26-year-old men 
were taken to hospital with stom¬ 
ach injuries.

Complaints against police 
climb by seven per cent

MORE than 300 people com¬ 
plained about Bedfordshire 
Police in last year. 

The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC) 
published its annual statistics for 
2009/10 which show 352 people 
complained - a seven per cent 
increase on the previous year. 
The national average rise was 
eight per cent. 

The complaints comprised a 
total of 561 allegations last year - 
an increase on 527 for the previ¬ 
ous year. 

There were 164 allegations of 
neglect of duty compared to 130 in 
2008/09, 48 for assault compared 
to 30 in 2008/9 and 80 for incivility 
compared to 104 in 2008/9. 

Bedfordshire IPCC Commiss¬ 
ioner Rachel Cerfontyne said: 
“Last year there was a further 
increase in the number of people 
complaining about the police. 

“The number of ‘rude and late’ 


complaints highlights the stan¬ 
dards expected of the police serv¬ 
ice and the need to improve how 
they interact with the public. 

“However, while some aspects 
can be improved without cost, 
such as through better leadership, 
smaller police budgets will present 
a challenge around levels of service 
and public expectation. 

“This will require forces to 
develop an open dialogue with 
the public.” 

Chief constable Alf Hitchcok 
said: “Each day Bedfordshire 
Police deals with around 1,700 
calls for service. 

“We have one of the lowest num¬ 
ber of complaints in the country 
and also one of the highest num¬ 
ber of those resolved locally rather 
than needing investigation. 

“While this shows Bedfordshire 
in a good light we do take all com¬ 
plaints very seriously and are 
keen to ensure that we under¬ 
stand the reason for them and 
address these to improve our 
service to our local communities.”

Balanced view on bans

‘Monster-like’ son 
batters frail mum

A JUDGE berated a son for sub¬ 
jecting his mother to a ‘sus¬ 
tained and inhumane’ assault 
while he was on cocaine. 

Dawn Bird, the mother of 
Daniel Bird, of Trident Drive, 
Houghton Regis, told police that 
he had behaved ‘like a monster’ 
as he punched and kicked her all 
over her body. 

But she had written a letter to 
the Judge to say she was still 
standing by him. 

On Tuesday, Judge Michael Kay 
QC told 25-year-old Bird: “Your 
mother is a frail lady in her 60s 
and she was defenceless against 


you. You used her as a punch bag. 
Witnesses could not even see the 
skin on her face because she was 
so covered in blood. 

“You are fortunate indeed to 
have a mother who will stand by 
you despite all that.” 

Bird pleaded guilty at Luton 
Crown Court to assault causing 
actual bodily harm, common 
assault on a neighbour who came 
to his mother’s aid, cultivating 
cannabis plants in his bedroom 
and possessing a CS gas canister. 
He was jailed for a total of 26 
months. 

Simon Stirling, prosecuting, 
said the neighbour heard Bird 
threaten to murder his mother 
and went to her aid. He was 


punched to the ground and the 
defendant fled. 

When arrested he admitted 
assaulting her. 

Police also discovered 48 
cannabis plants growing in his 
bedroom, and the CS gas on him 
when arrested. 

Imran Khan, defending, said 
Bird had a troubled background. 
He had begun using cannabis at 
12, and hard drugs at 16. His father 
had died when he was 21 and he 
suffered from agoraphobia. 

He said: “But many people 
speak kindly of him, and he 
pleaded guilty to the assault 
charge even though he knew his 
mother was not supporting the 
prosecution.”

Opp. University 
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A less than charitable 
view of chuggers’ art 


I T is difficult to walk down a 
High Street these days 
without being chugged. 
Chuggers is the new term for 
people stopping you and asking 
if you have a few minutes for a 
good cause. 

Charity muggers, as they were 
known, have been abbreviated, 
unlike their constant question¬ 
ing and chatter. 

There was a time when people 
collecting for charity would 
stand in a quiet dignified man¬ 
ner, hoping to tweak the con¬ 
science of those passing by. 
Unfortunately most people did 
pass by, so marketing men were 
brought in and a more aggres¬ 
sive approach adopted. 
Especially as the new ploy is to 
get people to donate regularly 
on a standing order, rather than 
just drop their loose change into 
a bucket. 

Gone are the quiet middle- 
aged folk in caps and bonnets, 
replaced by young, thrusting 


future sales executives, dressed 
in tabards and honing their 
skills on a bewildered, and 
increasingly frustrated, public. 

And, of course, the companies 
hiring out these budding entre¬ 
preneurs do not do it for free, so 
charities need them to be 
aggressive to get their costs 
back, let alone going into a sur¬ 
plus. I have always had mixed 
views about charity, applauding 
many who turn out to boost 
such campaigns as research into 
breast cancer but somewhat 
dubious about those who ‘do 
things for charity’. 

It often seems more about 
them than the charity. And why 
does this country have children 
in need? Despite this 
Government’s best efforts, we 
are still a relatively wealthy 
country and should be ashamed 
if people have to sit in baths of 
baked beans for a day so that 
children can be fed, clothed and 
educated. 


I digress. Back to chuggers 
who are meeting resistance as 
their numbers are increasing 
and attitude hardening. 

I see a change from a polite 
refusal on the High Street these 
days, more a grimace and 
upraised hand, as what is seen 
as emotional blackmail and 
harassment is used to elicit 
direct debits from the shop¬ 
ping public. 

Some councils are even tak¬ 
ing action to restrict the chug¬ 
gers, both in number, time 
they can be on the street and 
location. 

The trouble is it is likely to get 
worse, as cuts in public servic¬ 
es means that more and more 
work will fall on to charities at 
a time when most people will 
have less and less disposable 
income. 

The Big Society could turn 
High Streets into charity war- 
zones as shoppers run the 
gauntlet of chuggers thrusting 
clip-boards in their faces while 
trying to avoid the homeless 
sitting near the doorways with 
their dogs on a string.

Cash cuts could 
hit advice service

FREE legal advice to Luton resi¬ 
dents is under threat by pro¬ 
posed Government cuts. 

The Ministry of Justice 
announced changes in 
November that, should they be 
given the go-ahead, would shake 
up the entire legal aid system. 

But Luton Advice Network 
(LAN), a collaboration between 
Luton Rights, Luton Citizen’s 
Advice Bureau (CAB) and Luton 
Law Centre, is worried funding 
reductions would reduce the 
quality of its service. 

The plans are intended to cut 
the national legal aid bill by £350 
million a year by 2015. 

LAN co-ordinator Jason Tsiricos 
said: “If the proposed cuts to legal 
aid go through they will seriously 
threaten the continued existence 
of the independent free advice 
services in Luton like the CAB, 
Luton Rights and the Law Centre. 

“This will leave thousands of 
people without access to advice 
about issues like welfare benefits, 
housing and debt, and is likely to 
worsen the number of Luton res¬ 
idents living in poverty.” 

Ray Sprigg (pictured), spokesman 
for Luton CAB, said: “As far as we 
are concerned at the CAB, we are 






looking at cuts in our funding 
which is going to result in possi¬ 
ble redundancies, possible 
reduction in our hours and 
reductions in our legal services. 

“The level for what we are doing 
over debt is more than £1 million 
per month for Luton clients. 

“This is an ongoing and massive 
problem and we’ll have a reduc¬ 
tion in funding to deal with it. 

“We are facing restrictions on 


our services. All organisations 
within the LAN are facing cuts. 

“We’re now waiting for the 
white paper to come out but 
from the proposals we know the 
cuts will be swingeing. 

“Without doubt the people who 
will suffer the most are those 
who can least afford it.” 

Justice Minister Jonathan 
Djanogly said: “At more than £2 
billion a year, we pay far more 
per head than most other coun¬ 
tries for legal aid. 

“The current system encour¬ 
ages lengthy, acrimonious and 
sometimes unnecessary court 
proceedings, at taxpayers’ 
expense, which do not always 
ensure the best result for those 
involved. 

“We need to make clear choices 
to ensure that legal aid will con¬ 
tinue to be available in those 
cases that really require it, the 
protection of the most vulnera¬ 
ble in society, and the efficient 
performance of the justice sys¬ 
tem. 

“Our proposals aim to radically 
reform the system and encour¬ 
age people to take advantage of 
the most appropriate sources of 
help, advice or routes to resolu¬ 
tion - which will not always 
involve the expense of lawyers or 
courts.”

Touqh times ahead 
its plans to reduce 



MORE than 250 Luton Borough 
Council staff will be lost through 
compulsory redundancies, while 
50 will be axed on a voluntary 
basis. 

More than 100 currently vacant 
posts will also go. 

There will be 127 full time roles 
(of which 37 are vacant) going in 
support services and manage¬ 
ment posts across the chief 
executive’s department, 
corporate and customer services, 
performance management jobs 
across the council, property 
services, HR and finance. 

The axe will fall on another 102 
(of which 21 are vacant) in the 
children and learning depart¬ 
ment and 75 (of which 17 are 
vacant) in housing and commu¬ 
nity living, including 45 at The 
Mount Care Home, with a further 
17 in administrative support. 

Finally, 56 posts (of which 24 
are vacant) in the environment 
and regeneration department 
will be lost, largely through 
restructuring by integrating the 


highways maintenance and engi¬ 
neering and transportation 
teams. 

That is the massive fall out 
from cuts made necessary by the 
Government’s drive to reduce 
spending. 

These tough decisions fell 
mainly on the shoulders of 
Labour Councillor Robin Harris 
(right), who said: “We have got to 
make £20 million of savings. It’s 
about doing it in a way so that 
things are more efficient. 

“So back office staff were the 
real focus. We said we would not 
cut front-line services. 

“We find out what it is that the 
customer values most and least 
and the way staff go about doing 
their job. 

“If somebody takes three or 
four weeks to do a job then that 
is a waste of resources and we 
have to figure out why it is taking 
so long. 

“We may have an idea of how a 
service should be delivered but 
that is not what the customer

wants, so really we should be 
doing something else. Hopefully 
it will improve the way we deliver 
our services. That’s what we 
wanted: how can we improve 
what we do? 

“I know that we invested £1.2 
million in the Luton Excellence 
team and we are getting a return 
of £11 on every £1 we have 
spent.” 

David Kempson, the council’s 
head of finance, said: “We 
continue to work to try to min¬ 
imise the redundancies that need 
to be made while ensuring that 
we achieve the savings necessary 
to deliver the 2011/12 budget. 

“The numbers of potential 
redundancies have reduced since 
we set the budget and we will 
continue to use our best endeav¬ 
ours to reduce them further. 

“However, the financial chal¬ 
lenge facing all councils is 
unprecedented, and based on 
the Government’s spending 
review figures, further major cost 


savings will be required on an 
ongoing basis for four years.” 

This year’s cuts are just the start 
of it though. Next year the coun¬ 
cil is looking to save £15 million. 

Cllr Harris said: “I realise how 
painful it is for people. We are 
facing a 45 per cent cut in our 
budget over the next four years. 
We will do everything we possi¬ 
bly can to protect frontline staff. 

“I wish I could say this was the 
only job losses, but this is the 
first round. 

“It is really, really difficult. I am 
a Luton taxpayer, I live in Luton 
and I receive the same sort of 
services as everyone else so I am 
affected by the cuts too. 

“There are people who work 
really hard and are really commit¬ 
ted to their job and I genuinely 
don’t believe it needs to be like it 
is. The Government could do 
something to slow the cuts so 
they are not as frontloaded as 
they are. It makes life really, 
really difficult.”

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Council near front in 
‘Race to Zero Waste’

CENTRAL Bedfordshire Council 
received a ‘glowing endorsement’ 
after it came sixth in a table 
which lists authorities tackling 
waste. 

The council was the highest per¬ 
forming in the Eastern region in 
the Resource Media’s ‘Race to Zero 
Waste’ rankings. 

In 2009 Resource Media decided 
the best way to judge progression 
towards zero waste was to start 
measuring performance around 


the UK according to the amount of 
black bin waste produced per 
household. 

A clear trend found was that the 
separate collection of food waste, a 
process used in the north of Central 
Bedfordshire, was a distinctive 
feature of the services provided by 
the authorities with the lowest 
residual waste per household. 

It was also discovered that 
many of the high performers pro¬ 
vide collection of residual waste 
every other week. 

In Central Bedfordshire, there 
are weekly collections alternating 


between residual waste and recy¬ 
clable items. 

Cllr David McVicar said: “It is 
becoming clear that those living 
in Central Bedfordshire are really 
thinking about what they are 
throwing away and what they are 
choosing to recycle or compost. 

“By reducing the amount of 
waste our residents create and 
recycling as much as possible, it 
not only keeps the amount of 
waste going to landfill down, but 
it also saves the authority from 
year on year increases in landfill 
tax.”

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Motorway speeding 
fines rake in £180k

FINES for speeding through the 
roadworks on the Ml have 
totalled more than £180,000 in 
six months. 

Figures released through the 
Freedom of Information Act 
show that, between June and the 
end of December last year on the 
motorway, 3,046 fixed penalty 
notices were handed out. 

This works out, on average, at 
435 fines per month. At £60 per 
penalty, that makes a total of 
£182,760. 


A speed restriction of 50mph is 
currently in place between 
Junctions 10 and 13 while road¬ 
works are taking place to widen 
the road. 

A police spokesman said: “The 
cameras have been placed to 
both protect the workers on the 
road and those using the motor¬ 
way. These figures not only prove 
that the cameras are working but 
also that a considerable number 
of drivers are not taking care 
through these roadworks.” 

The Highways Agency is mak¬ 
ing improvements to the Ml 
between Junctions 10 and 13 ‘to 


cope with the high volume of 
traffic by relieving congestion 
and reducing delays, leading to 
more reliable journeys’. 

A hard shoulder running 
scheme is being put in place 
between the junctions to be used 
as a fourth lane at busy times. 
The scheme replaces the original 
motorway widening project 
which would have taken the Ml 
between the junctions up to four 
lanes. 

Construction for the improve¬ 
ments to Junctions 11 and 12 will 
begin this month and will be 
completed in spring 2013.

JACK WILSHERE feels Arsenal 
are just too good not to be 
getting their hands on silver¬ 
ware and believes victory in 
the Carling Cup final against 
Birmingham today can be the 
start of bigger things.

Jake Howells did manage to pick out substitute 
Gnakpa with a cross, but he shot wide under 
pressure from Dave Merris on the half hour. 

The best chance of the half for the visitors fell 
Morgan-Smith. 

He went on a barnstorming run from the 
halfway line before unleashing a shot from 25 
yards that Guiseley goalkeeper Steven Drench 
parried away. 

Gnakpa went in for the follow-up, but Drench 
saved again. 

As the first 45 minutes drew to a close, the 
home side were awarded a free kick 25 yards out 
when Keith Keane was deemed to have fouled 
O’Neill. 

The striker got up to take the kick, but shot 
straight at Kevin Pilkington. 

The Hatters goalkeeper also denied Walshaw as 
the sides entered half time all square. 

Manager Money opted to bring on Danny 


Crow for Walker at half time and the replace¬ 
ment made an immediate impact, providing a 
perfectly-weighted through ball for Barnes- 
Homer to latch onto before placing the ball into 
Drench’s bottom right hand corner on 49 
minutes. 

Guiseley were momentarily shaken by this turn 
of events, having started the second period 
brightly and feeling they were denied a penalty 
when Walshaw and Zdenek Kroca came togeth¬ 
er in the box. 

Having regained their composure, the hosts 
went back on the attack and won a free-kick 
from a similar distance as their earlier one. 

This time it was Peyton who took it and saw his 
attempt just whistle past Pilkington’s left post. 

Meanwhile, the Hatters were looking to put the 
game to bed. 

Drench had a routine save to make from a 
Kroca header on 67 minutes, but two minutes 
later did well to get down and save a shot from 
Howells after good work from Crow and Barnes- 
Homer. 

Guiseley’s persistance was reaping small 
rewards though and in the 77th minute 


Pilkington did well to tip a fiercly-struck Peyton 
free kick over the bar with a one-handed save. 

Determined to secure at least a replay, home 
boss Steve Kittrick brought on forwards Darryn 
Stamp and Luke Sharry in a double substitution. 

Guiseley also had a second penalty shout 
turned down by referee Stephen Martin in the 
closing minutes when Walshaw took a tumble in 
the box. 

But Luton held on for a narrow win and it is 
them who go into the hat for Monday’s semi¬ 
final draw.

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Cauley does himself proud as Peacock 
praises Hatter’s debut England strike 


ENGLAND Under-17 boss John Peacock 
hailed the impact of Luton Town 
teenager Cauley Woodrow who scored 
on his international debut to earn the 
Three Lions a point in their first game 
of the Algarve Tournament. 

The 16-year-old earned a call-up after 
Liverpool’s Adam Morgan withdrew 
from the squad and in doing so 
became the first player from a club 
outside the Football League to get 
selected for an England youth team in 
37 years. 

The striker impressed enough to be 
given his first start against Romania on 
Thursday and repaid head coach 
Peacock’s faith with an equaliser to 
secure a 1-1 draw in Lagos, Portugal. 

“I’m pleased for Cauley, too,” said 
Peacock. “It’s quite rare that a player 
scores on their first international start 
and I’m sure he’ll remember that for a 
very long time.” 

The Hatter will hope to have played 
himself into the reckoning for next 
month’s UEFA European U17 
Championship Elite Qualifying Round, 
which the Algarve Tournament is being 
used as preparation for. 

Gabriel lancu had given Romania a 
25th minute lead after soaking up 
pressure from England’s young guns 
but Woodrow netted four minutes into 
the second half. 

“It was a big learning curve for the 
players in the first half,” said Peacock. 
“They came up against something 
different than they are used to 
domestically, with Romania defending 
deep, but that’s exactly the sort of 
challenge they will face at international 
level. That’s also why we gave a couple 
of lads their first start because we are
